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Federal grant program 
to improve housing 
at Silver Lake 


Wilmington has received final 
approval for a federal program to 
upgrade housing in the Silver Lake 
area, 


The Community Development 
Block Grant Program will provide 
funds to assist homeowners in making 
major improvements to their homes. 
‘The program will begin this summer, 
according t Assistant Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski. 

The grants are available to people 
living between Main Street and the 
Boston and Maine Railroad north of 
Route 129 and south of Lake Street, 
South Street and the Tewksbury line. 
Stapezynski said that he hopes to 
continue the program in the future to 
cover other areas. 

Under the program, homeowners 
would have their homes assessed for 
need by an inspector. Priorities 
would be assigned for work, and the 
amount of the grant would be 
determined under the income 
guidelines, Bids would then be sought 
by the homeowner from a list of 
Contractors, and once the work was 
completed the grant would be paid. 

The grants are intended for im- 
provements needed to bring the 
housing up to building and health code 
standards, not for superficial 
decoration. 

Many of the homes in the target 
area are converted summer camps, 
some of them dating from the 1920's. 
During the depression, they were 
converted to year-round housing by 

le who could not afford other 
ing. Neither could they afford 
major improvements to convert the 


camp into a home. Over the years, 
many homes have been gradually 
improved. But there are still a large 
number of homes that lack foun- 
dations, insulation, adequate 
plumbing and 4 ’ 

There is a total of $245,000 available 
to Wilmington homeowners. The 
maximum grant is $7000, which would 
be allowed to people on fixed income 
or with the most need. The minimum 
grant would be $1750. Income 
Guidelines range from $10,864 for 
Single persons to $19,400 for a family 
of eight. Grants will be for between 25 
and 100 percent of the total cost of the 
work, depending on income levels. 

Originally the program had been 
announced as being for Grove Avenue 
and.its tributaries. However, Stape- 
zynski said that the federal govern- 
ment wants to define the area by

Examples of work that would 
qualify for grants would be sewer 
a. ake foundation, a 
new , upgra of wiring or 
plumbing, insulation or storm win- 
dows, or removal of lead-based paint.

A consent agreement has been 
reached regarding the toxic waste 
problem in North Woburn.

Unlike the decree which the Mark 
Philip Trust, owner of the land, signed 
with the state, the Federal agreement 
holds D'Annolfo, individually, and the 
Trust both liable for execution of the 
agreement, according to the Times

Tuesday, May 13 10 to 4 


The Senior Class of Wilmington High School will hold a 
Red Cross Blood Drive on Tuesday of next week. The idea 
originated a few years ago for the graduating seniors to 
hold a blood drive as a graduation gift to the town. Unlike a 
sign or a plaque at the school, the bload drive is something 
that-has a very real meaning, especially for anyone who 
has ever needed blood. 

The blood drive is the second humanitarian effort of this 
year's seniors. Last month, they presented an extra perfor. 
mance of the senior class play, with the proceeds of $300 
going to the Shriner's Bum Center 

The effort in the high school is certainly commendable. 
In addition to collecting between 150 and 200 pints of 
blood, the program, hopefully plants an awareness of blood 
needs with the graduating seniors, sort of a crowning 
achievement of their education career at Wilmington High 
School. 

One problem with the local blood program has been a 
lack of help on the blood committee. Two people have kept 
the program going for years, with some help from a few 
others. These two people would like the assistance of 
others, especially in the form of a long-term dependable 
commitment for organizing work.

Donating is safe, simple, and satisfying. Your body con- 
tains about 10 or 12 pints of blood, and the blood you give 
is quickly replaced. You may safely donate every eight 
weeks. 

The entire process usually takes about 30 minutes. 
Before you give, a careful medical history is taken. Your 
temperature, blood pressure, pulse and hemoglobin level 
will be checked. After the blood is drawn, it is typed and 
tested for diseases which might be transmitted to the 
receiving patient or patients. This mini-physical actually 
benefits the donor as well as the patient, because if any of 
the tests indicate a need for medical attention, the donor is 
referred to his or her personal physician. 

Some units of blood are broken down into components 
to assure maximum utilization. This means that your blood 
donation may actually help several different patients. 
Since whole blood must be used within 21 days of dona: 
tion, some of the components within a few hours, there is 
always a need for a constant, fresh supply of blood to be 
donated by volunteers in the community. 

Blood is one of the doctor's most valuable tools, and 
many people are alive today because blood was available 
when they needed it 

The Red Cross doesn’t need blood; people do. The Red 
Cross felies éntirely on voluntaryigonors to help perpetuate 
a constant, sufficient “blood’supply, becalse blood comes 
from only source - healthy people who are willing to give of 
themselves.
